TUo Coniiuff Struggle, 

la it B faot tbut tho pooplo of this 
Colony aro against avowing thoir be- 
lief in tbo necessity for an improve- 
ment in tho system of government ? or 
ia it true that tboy dread tho conso- 
quetioos of tbo publication of suoh an 
avowal? Tho delegates who will bo 
Boon meet at Tale have no doubt ore 
this, fully satisfied thomsolvos as to 
the real state of popular feeling upon 
these qneBtions. They muBt not how- 
ever forget that thoro ia a considerable 
amount of wire-pulling at work on 
tbo part of those interested in leayiug 
tho prcsont public institutions undis* 
turbed, for thoBolo purpose of attempt- 
ing to neutraliBo tho efforts of the 
Conveution. Tho representatives of 
tho pooplo must recollect that they 
have Bomo astute minds to de al with, 
minds keenly alivo to tho necessity of 
makiDg a struggle for the loaves and 
fishes, for although tho official policy 
is to disavow all knowlodgo of opposi- 
tion springing from tho people and to 
profess contempt for the chiof pro« 
motors of tho movement which is now 
on foot to reform tho administration 
of publio affairs in tho Colony, and 
pity for thoso whom they are ploased 
to call the unfortunate dupes of politi- 
cal advonturors, yet there is leavon of 
caution displayed by the heads of de- 
partments, who eeo a storm looming 
in tho distanco, which thoy well know 
must deatroy them, if they do not boud 
to it. Most of our readers must 
doubtless have witnessed tho attompts 
to curry popular favor previous to 
general elections, on the part of thoso 
who at other times may perhaps havo 
been loud in thoir expressions of oon- 
tempt for any symptom of bending to 
popular feeling in others; thoso who 
•would keep their places at all risks to 
their reputation for true statesman- 
ship, will stoop to acts which at other 
eeasonB they would bo prominont in 
condemning. In a email society liko 
our own it would bo too marked for 
prominent Government officials to 
nltor thoir tono completely in publio, 
and those who do not carefully watch 
the signs of tbo times will not soo tbo 
little manrouvres -which show how 
those who havo much to loso 
by a reform in tho Govovn mental 
system, endoavor to countoraot tho 
efforts of tho people. There is no 
doubt about it, horses with a 
sleek loos: of official stables about 
them haug upon thoir bridles in tho 
principal Btreoid of the city in these 
times moro than was thoir wont when 
the people took things quietly ; and 
the riders of these same stoeds, with 
• an equally unmistakablo look of corns 
fort and woll-doing about them, con- 
descend raoro than of old to greetings 
in the streets and salutations in pub- 
lio places. Tbo official finger playfully 
toys with tho buttonholo of tho politi- 
cian in a maimer that is foreign to 
tho disciples of officialism, and at once 
bespeaks apprehension of danger and 
a desiro to stand well with those who 
may, by a turn in tho wheel, havo 
Bomo volco in tho disposition of places 
hereafter. It will bo woll that those 
representing tho peoplo nt iho Con- 
vention should boar in mind that 
they havo not more dummies to deal 
with. Lax as tho heads of depart- 
ments havo beon in any olforts to im-, 
provo tho system of go vorn incut, and 
thereby tho condition of tho people ; 
slow as they have J shown themBelves 
at taking up tho popular view of tho 
principal matters that havo been 
brought boforo tho Legislative Coun- 
cil by tbo popular members since tho 
union of tbo Colonics; careless as 
thoy havo boon of tho wishes of llio 
pooplo, and indifferent as thoy havo 
shown themaolves to everything in 
thoir rospootivo departments oxcopt 
tho careful addition of tho official pay 

li.it wo must guard against sotting 

down this apathy, sloth, caiolossness 
and ludifforonco, to want of ability. 
Tho Convention may reBt anaured 
that tbo slightest scent endanger will 
sharpen tho official nof.o, and in at- 
tacking tho vostod interests of tho offi- 
cials they will encountor opposition 
as strenuoup, as desparate clinging to 
offloo can muko it ; moreover thoso in 
power have, to a certain extent, tho 
command of tho position, aud those 
who lead tho asBaulb against thorn 
havo gonorolly an arduous tusk be- 
fore them. "Wo point those things 
not with tho viow of dishonrtoning tho 
people in the Btruggle upon which 
thoy have ontorod, but in ordor that 
thoy may not allow too great confi- 
dence in tho cause to load thorn to 



dospiso thoir opponents. Tho viotory 
must bo with tbo people if thoy aro 
truo to themselves, although a false 
stop might jeopardize the cause. Tho 
dolcgatos will go to tho Convention 
in full possession of tho wishes of tho 
pooplo, it will rest with thorn to do- 
viso proper measures for carrying out 
thoso wishes. It will rest with them 
to lot tho Colonial Office understand 
that this is no party movement sot on 
foot for political ends, and to bo oar- 
riod out for p nal gain and gratis 
fication. Tho Homo Government must 
be informed corrootly of tho state of 
public feeling upon tho ohiof matters 
affecting the Colonial policy, thoy must 
bo placed in a position to tost tho cor- 
rectness of the information afforded 
thorn, and above all tho information 
must bo full and ainplo on eveiy point 
upon whioh the people can throw any 
light, much douonds upon a fair and 
oonciso statement, and whilst evils 
aro carefully pointod out grievances 
must not bo unnecessarily magnified.

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES, 

London, Sept. 2— Tho Times devotes 
its luadtug columns to a long analysts of 
a treaty recently concluded by tho United 
States with China. It says : England 
is more interested In China than any 
other power. Her coramerco with that 
country has existed longer, and ainco the 
treaty with Pekin, her relations with its 
Government have been moro friendly.

England is tho proper power for China 
to employ us the proper medium for re- 
vising her treaties with other nations, 
But this treaty with the United States, 
aiming to restore the old exclusive policy 
has been entrnsted to the maniptil-> 
ations of a foreign Counsellor who 
advises what is impossible; tho restore.* 
lion of tho retrogrado system. Tho 
writer then proceeds to dissect ono by 
ono tho articles of tho new treaty, calling 
attention to tho fact that China obtains 
no concession from the Wiicud States, 
whilo on tho other hand tho Uuited 
States gains a monopoly of railways aud 
telegraph improvements. This itself is 
saflicient objection to tho treaty. Yet 
the question may he asked, is it wise for 
England to multiply her differences with 
America, on such grounds as these? The 
article concludes as follows : Wo are 
bound to say with conviction there is 
more underneath tneso negotiations tnan 
appears on tho surface, thiit they bear 
distinct traces of foreign inspiration. It 
is our belief that the mission did not or- 
iginate with tLo Chinese Government. 
Tho idea of enlisting Burlingamu as a 
recruit for furthering China ends, so far 
from being spontaneous, eruiimted from 
foreign brain, and was suggosted by the 
tlepurtu.ro from China of tho American 
Mission, which was drawing near nt tho 
time when the plan was formed.

parts of the world, the soil and climate of 
this Colony cauuot iail to havo some 
special influence for good or harm on the 
various choice productions of older coun- 
tries ; therefore, if intelligent men who ore 
engaged in the pursuits of gardening and 
furmiog would take note of these choiiges 
and record them for the benefit of mankind, 
much valuable data would accumulate for 
our future guidance. In older communities, 
pructioal won tako great pleasure recording 
their various ideas and experience on all 
matters oonnected with gardening and farm- 
ing, and surely we, of 15 r i ish Columbia, are 
not bo far in advance of tbem that wo can 
uflord to allow Iho knowledge and experience 
of intelligent men to perish with them. 1 
trust, therefore, if any of your readers have 
arrived at results ac variauco with tho re- 
murks that I am about to oHer, that yon 
will allow thorn epaco to record them. As 
a little ambiguity seems to pervade somo of 
tbe questions, 1 will endeavor to make my 
remarks as comprehensive as 1 cam

THE APPL15— SOUrs & TREATMENT. 

Considering tbo various uses of the apple 
it may bo considered as o Iruit of more nie 
and beoefic to tho publio in general than all 
the other fruits that can be cultivated in ibis 
country; but owing to tbe uncertainty and 
multiplicity ol names under which certain 
varieties are known, the orchardist ex- 
periences tho greatest difficulty iu makiDg 
his seleotion, Nurserymen have raueh to 
answer for in oresting much of this confusion, 
many of them being more anxious to grow a 
larjje stock for eale, than to bo careful as to 
its cburactm, and peoplo purchasing trees 
become deceived by this procedure, and do 
not discover tbo error until much valuable 
time has been lost In their culture, causing 
disappointment and loss. Judgiog by the 
past, go far as my observations have extended 
the grower of the apple, if ho wishoa to 
attain success in its culture iu this Colony 
will have to eieioise a larger amount of dis« 
elimination in the seleciion of his orchard 
si'a, than seems in many cases heretolpro to 
have been brought to bear on the subject. 
It is true that the applo will grow on a 
variety of soils, but its favorite soil in all 
countries is a strODg calcareous, clayey, 
marley or sandy loam, resting oo a gravelly 
nubsoil. If too wot, tbo soil may be rendered 
fit by thorough draining, and if too dry, by 
deep cubsoil.og or trenching. In all cases 
the soil Bhould be well proi ared before plant- 
ing by deep digging or subsoil ploughing, 
and where necessary, by tho addition of 
rotten manure, as no after management enn 
in a dry climate like ours, equal iho effects 
•of this early and deep loosening of the soil. 
Tbo season best adapted for planting tbe 
apple tree in this climate is decidedly early 
autumn, just as the leaves begin to drop, and 
whioh usually happens about the end ol 
October or beginning of November. At 
this season ol the year, tho soil boing a 
natural hot-bed, stimulates the tree to pus-h 
out innumerable roots, thoroughly establish- 
ing it oel'ore die arrival ol winter puts an end 
to ve?itativo action ; and when spring 
arrives it shoots forth in all its 
pristine vigour. In planting, avoid the error 
of burying tho roots too de. p, no tree should 
be planted deeper than it former grew in the 
nuraery lines; after the operation of plant- 
ing well, mulch the ground considerably 
beyond that to whieb the roets extend, with 
ntrawey dung or litter, and when spring 
arrives add thereto a quantity sufficient to 
prevent the soil from drying up in the sum- 
mer 'months. i'Le distance at which tho 
permanent trees should be planted in the 
orchard should bo thirty feet, trees to oc- 
cupy the ground temporarily, may he planted 
beiwoeu the permanuot ones, to bo cut away 
as, tbe principal trees require room. The 
land between the trees should be well culti- 
vated for tho first three or four years, with 
light crops, not on that exhaustive system 
which wo every day see practised in this 
Colony, hut by adding to tho soil in the 
shape ol manure as much as is extracted from 
it by the crop, and no crop should approach 
the trees closer tbau tho diameter of its 
bead, and the area thus left should havo an 
unnual mulching ol dung or litter. At tbo 
end of (our yours the Irnes Bhonld bo left in 
aolo poscssion of tho land, whioh may bo 
sown down to pormaneut pasture grasses, 
Dutch and Alsikn clover, and grnzed by 
shuep, under no circumstances should timo - 
thy bo bowu, now thut penny wise and 
pound toolish system of taking crops of hay 
oil tho land be adopted; by a liberal system 
of culture, tho orchardist will be rewarded 
by crops of fruit of Ihe best quality that can 
be grown on this coast.
